advised that he saw no "secret classifications" on the report and 
there were no indications that this was a report pertaining to 
United States National Security. He further believed that AIPAC 
had not acted improperly or illegall y in having this report in 
its possession and thereafter, asked ] I for 

AIPAC to examine the document regarding the free trade issue 
between the U.S. and Israel. He stated that I I retained 

the duplicate copy of the report and t hat the original report was 
returned to the USTR. I I advised that he did not 

consider this report to be especially important and thought that 
any controversy regarding the report had ended. 

In November of 1985, ^ asked I 

about the report and she stated to him that it was generally 
useless and that she had eventually thrown it away.
